The British 
press, adding Its 


voice to that of Mr. MacDonald 
and Stanley Baldwin, conservative 
leader, cautioned the country to 
remember the victory was a tri- 
umph of the national government 
and not of any party, in spite of 
the

the 
conservatives will 


occupy nearly five-sixths of the 
seats in the new parliament. 
The predominance of conserva- 


tives led to the expectation that a 
demand for a full-blooded protec-1 
tlon 
policy would be the 
first 
trouble 
encountered by MacDon- 


ald. 
Other measures expected to 
make up a principal part of the 
new 
government's 
program 
are 


stabilization of the pound, nego- 
tiations 
for a review of world 
war debts and correcting the Brit- 
ish adverse trade balance. 
Draft King's Speech. 
Besides his conference with the 
king today the prime minister was 
to preside over the cabinet meet- 
ing which is the first of a series 
of meetings to be held during Xhe 
next few days to draft the speech 
which King George will read from 
the throne when the new parlia- 
ment is opened with full state 
ceremonial Nov. 10. 
The reconstruction of the cabi- 


net will occupy much of Mr. Mac- 
Donald's time between now and 
then. 
Although the appointments 


are in his own hands, many con- 
sultations will be necessary.

Judge Wilkerson said it was clear 
he was a member of an "outlaw 
gang'' which not only tried to in- 
timidate government witnesses in 
the Capone trial but also caused 
defense witnesses to perjure them- 
selves. 
"This gang," the court said, "ex- 


ercised a control over people with 
whom it came in contact that re- 
sembled nothing less than insur- 


rection against Hie laws of th« 
United States. • 
"I would have been totally blind 
had I not noticed the intimidation 
of witnesses. 
Time and again I 


noticed witnesses faltering on the 
stand.'' 
Judge Wilkerson said the clos- 


ing days of the trial, when the 
defense brought on a series of 
bookmakers to testify concerning 
Capone's losses on horse races, dis- 
closed a "shocking arrayal of per- 
jury,'' which was of Itself much 
worse than D'Andrea's offense. He 
said the witnesses were summoned 
to the Lexington hotel, "the camp 
of this outlaw band,'' and instruct- 
ed to perjure themselves,
